Misa Pennefatlier lately stepped out 
of a window of Thouiastown Castle 
and fell some thirty feet, without re- 
ceiving serious injury. At Kingstown, 
on the other Land, a young lady and 
an oiBcer of the '17 th Foot were both 
killed recently by fancying tlicy had a 
balcony in front of them. 

A girl of sLxtcen, while on her way 
to church at Preston to be married tlie 
other day, was murdered by her be- 
trothed.

The Bishop of Liverpool recently in- ; 
vited the President of the Wcsloyan 
Conference, together with the c.x-Pre.si- i 
dent. Dr. Kigg, and a few other.s, to ' 
;pieQt. a number of his clergymen. 
. l^miicieon was provided at the Palace. ' 
The Bi.shop, ipafew hearty words, ex- j 
pressed the pleasure it gave him to | 
welcomo the President of the Wesleyan ' 
Conference and his brethren. He re- j 
furred to bis gi-aud father's association j 
with John Wesley, and the influence j 
which his teachins; had exerted on his 
own life, and expressed his joy at the 
great work which Wesleyan Metho 
disni had accomplished. The President 
of tho Conference replied in a few | 
graceful words. 

The Jilarquis of t^ueeiisberry presid 
td the other night at the conference of 
the British Secular Union at Leicester. 
Ho contended that Secularists were a 
religious body as fully entitled to re- 
cognition as any other, lie himself, 
once a Scotch representative peer, had 
lo!it his seat in the iIou.se of Lords, 
having publicly avowed opinions op- 
posed to popular Christianity, and the 
same intolerant spirit was now endear- 
ing to exclude a lawfully elected repre- 
sentative of an English constituency. 
There was a bond between them and 
all who, with Thomas Puine, believdd 
that doing good was their religion, arid 
all the world their country. ISI^r. 
Bradlaugh might have been injudicious 
in dealing with subjects of great deli 
cocy, but he admired his courage in 
calling attention to matters which 
would have to be discussed, whether 
agreeable or not. 

In a recent speecli at Miiidsloiie, at 
a reception temlereu him by the ^\'o^k- 
iugmen's Oiub, Mr. Jury, of Toronto, 
in speaking of the advantages Canada 
oflered to emigrants said that there 
education was free, if not quite so com 
pulaory as he should like to see it. 
Tliis was a very great boon to the 
country, and tended to break down 
much of that social classism which ex- 
isted in England and other places. To 
a mechanic who was perfectly happy 
and contented in England he would say 
remain whrro you are; but those who 
wished to improve their jiosition be 
would advise to emigrate to Canada. 
Jrlore especially would he advise the 
agricultural labourer who was anxious 
to emigrate to seek his home in Canada, 
and he honestly asserted that it was 
quite im])0ssiblii for any honest, hard- 
working ialiourer to go there without 
in the space of ten years having a free 
hold of his own, instead of working for 
such wages as were jiaid iu England. 

Two lunatics lately attempted to 
escape from Broadmoor Asylum ; one 
was a wife murderer, the other had 
murdered his sweetheart. They were 
jilaying cricket in the grounds with 
the other patients, several warders be- 
ing in charge. During the ganu! the 
ball was hit tc the boundary of the 
field, and Botii P.iggs and Waller, the 
convicts in (|ue.stion, went in hot jmr- 
auit of the leather.

"The gathering of the di.stiiiy iiislirci 
persons connecteti with our colonii-.s 
whom the Lord j\r!iyor piitertiiincd on 
Saturday niglit wais, tlie Standard re- 
liiurks, "as well calculaled as any cere- 
mony or circunistnnco well could bo 
to impress the mind of the least emo- 
tional and imaginative spectator with a 
sense of the geograiihical magnitude, 
the political interest, and the cdiu- 
mercial importance* of our colonial pos- 
aessions. At the same time the ban- 
quet can hardly fail to make more 
thoughtful persons reflect upon the dif- 
ficulties thai lire liUftly vnthor to in- 
crease than diminish in connection with 
the management of our colonial empire 
and its future relations with the i\loth- 
er country. The Prince of ^\'Al.b•s 
spoke with good sense, and evidently 
with deep feeling when he referred to 
his personal experience of tiie resources 
and loyalty of some of our colonies nnd 
he alluded with regret to the fact that 
h> has not horn able to [)ay a \ i.sit to 
01 r Australa.sian colonies. 'I'lio omis 
sion is certainly to be regrettoii; luit it 
is not yet too late to repair it. There 
is not a colonist of any experience wlio 
does not aflirui that the iidialiitnuts of 
t'anadaanil Australia av only tini anx 
ious to perpetuate the tie that at [ircs- 
ent subsists between us and them. Hut 
if they choose to be candid they would 
infallibly go on to say that England 
docs little or nothing to promote and 
maintain this desire. Moreover, thijy 
would )nu in the vei-y (Irst line as one 
of the omissions of which we are 
guilty their want of familiarity with 
the members of our royal liouse. They 
want to see tliP jiriuces of the reigning 
family and not merely to see them but 
to be able to feel that they have some 
knowledge of them. The prince refer- 
red to the fact that two of his chihlren 
are in Au.stralia at the present mo- 
ment and -we are sure; that their pres- 
ence will not be without its use at the 
antipodes. But no one can till the 
place of the Prince of Walks him- 
self ; and a sojourn of a few months 
among the Australian colonies would 
assure their attachment to Knghmd for 
lifty years."

The Briti.sh ( iovernnient s refusal tu 
lenew the negotiations for a commercial 
treaty has created consternation in 
France. The theory of 31. Tiraru and 
of other French Protectionists was 
that England would be glad to accept 
any terms, and was only spinning out 
the negotiations to secure bettor cor.- 
ditions. St. llilairi; also insi.sted that 
England could be forced into a corner 
and must submit. He vas mistaken, 
and has had to publish a note Ijy the 
Havre Newa agency, designed to justi- 
fy M. TiRAKD on the evo of the elec- 
tion. The plea of illegality advanced 
by the French Ooverninent to justify 
its I'efusnl to accede to a prolongation 
of the treaty, is considered to be a 
mero subterfuge. France is eviilently 
entirely mistaken in regard to Eng 
land's position. England is not iiig 
gling for terms. .She is tletertoined to 
have terms as good as the last or none. 
A.n economic rupture would be incon- 
venient; England can bear it. Her 
French trade is small in proiiortion to 
her commerce with France, while the 
failure to negotiate a treaty would bo 
more injurious to [•''ranee, and woidil 
be especially disastroii.s to the French 
trade. Negotiations have been begun 
by the English I' oi-eign < )(ncc for a 
close commercial union with Ilalv, 
Spain and l^ortugal. ICarl (Iranville'.s 
policy is cordially coniniended liv all 
parties without exception.

Yesterday al'tenioon 
at 4 p. ni. on hearing fruui Hope tluit Sir 
Charles Tupper and jKirty had K-ft tliei'e 
on their w;ty up a committee <it citizens

avetgreens. There they met hir Charles 
and escorted him up to Yale. Ho was 
welcomed by a salute and a short address 
which was read by H. Deigliton, Eacp, .1. 
I*. Tho address congratulated Sir Charles 
on his safe arrival at tho westerly link i.f 
tho C. P. R. , and sincere ap|)reciation is 
expressed of the courageous statomanship 
displayed in tho building of the 0. P. R. , 
foreshadowing the time when the railway 
service would extend from sea to sea. 
.-Vfter alluding to the recent calamitous 
tire which nuido his reception so unlike 
what it had been proposed to he, (he 
address closed with the hope that his 
visit to li. C. would prove one of pleasure 
and interest to him. 

Sir Charles briefly responded thanking 
them for their welcome, expressing plea- 
sure at finding himself in British Col- 
umbia, touched on some of tho ditlicul- 
ties that had to be overcome in putting 
the C. i'. U. under cnntracL and saying 
that it would be to tho interest of tho 
syndicate and desire of tho govornment 
that tho through lino should bo built 
much within tho time stated. He tlieu 
alluded to the recent lire, expressing soi- 
row for the loss that had fallen on the 
town: but at the same time expressing 
contidonco in the pluck and energy of the 
inhabitants to overcome this present 
difficulty OH they had those" of the past. 

At the close of his speech cheers woro 
given for Sir John Jlacdonald and .Sir 
Charles who responded on behalf of the 
former said 1!. C. had no truer friend 
in the Duiniiiion than the gentleman for 
wluiin the cliecrs had ju.st been given. 

Sir Charles and party with the commit- 
tee then went on the train through 1,2 
and" tunnels opto N'n. -t, tho whole 
party being- hi^dlly pleased with the trip. 
Returning to Mr. ( (lulenlonk's residence, 
tho distinguished visitors were left there 
and the committee returned to Yale.

International Fisheries Ezhihition. 

Wc have something of interest fur our 
tlsheriuen to-day. 'flio tolographie des- 
patches have reported that Sir John Mac- 
donald has promised the assistance of 
Canada towards making the proposed In- 
ternational Fisheries Exhibition a success. 
Tho London Tiineg gives tho following 
particulars: — 

For some luuiitlis past, and especially 
since the Norwich Fisheries Exhibition 
was held, sevenil gentlemen have been 
discussing the proposal to hold an Inter- 
national Fisheries Exhibition in London 
in 1883. Private canferences have been 
held at Fishmonger's Hall, and it has been 
determined tu ludd a public meeting on 
Friday next, ai which a very iiitiuential 
body of noblemen and gentlemen have 
promised to attend. The success of tho 
Norwich Exhibition was beyond the ux- 
poctatioiis of the organizers of it, and im- 
mediately after its close it was announced 
that a similar exliibitimi would bo held at 
Edinburgh next .-Vpril for tho purpose of 
showing the iiiiportance of the Scottish 
fisheries. .\ii International Fisheries Ex- 
hibition in London, it was considered, 
would bo tho natural result uf these two 
local, thougli national, exhibitions. The 
London cummittcc fixed upim ISH') in or- 
der that the work should not clash in any 
way with the Scottish exhibition, and the 
Fialimoiigers' Company, who are unani- 
mously in favor of it, have promised tn 
support it by a liberal grant tow.ards tho 
general expenses, us well us by a like con- 
tribution towards the guarantee fund. 
The Manpiis of Eitoter, Lord Heiirv Soott , 
M.P., Sir.IohnSt. Aubyii, M.l'.,aiid 
Mr. Birbcck, i\I.P. , are on the executive 
committee, and Mr. Mniidella, Lord Wal- 
siiigham, Sir Thomas Brassey and several 
other gentlemen have exproased them- 
selves warmly in favor of the proposal. 
Meanwhile it is understood that the Lon- 
don committee will gladly assist in milk- 
ing the .Sceicli exhibition a succes.s, and a 
sutiiciently long time will then be av.-iil- 
ablo to make the intentiim of bidding 
such an exhibition in 1884 known through- 
out the colonies and foreign couiitrios; 
while the government, it is lioped, vvmild 
give every facility to those who wished to 
s«nd their exhibits from distant lands, 
besides countenancing the iiroposed rx!i;- 
bition in other important ways.

Publication of the deliii([uent list of 
the California Mining Company occupies 
90 columns of the Virginia City ChrLmu-l' 
and contains 40,000 names.

Martin J. Wilkins, ))rotlionotary of 
Halifax county, wiiieli occurred this 
morning, pa.sses away one of the most 
remarkable! men of the okl school of 
politics in Nova Scotia. Hi.s grand- 
fntlier was a prominent memlipp of the 
^cw York Legislature previous to the 
revolution, and became one of tho old 
loyiili.st refugees in Nova Scotia. His 
father took a [iroininent [lart in pro- 
vincial [lolities ill his liay, and was al.so 
.•Speaker of the Assembly for many 
years, and Jtulge of the Supremo Court. 
Martin AVilkins entered public life in 
1851 as member for Pictou, and be- 
came Solicitor-Cieneial in Johnston's 
Conservative Adminislriition, while his 
brother, Lewiii i\L Wilkins, the present 
ox juilge, who entered the House at tho 
.same time as Martin, for Windsor, 
sided with tho Liberals, .Martin W'il- 
kins raised the jiiotectionist er\' in 
1S,")3, and supported by CI. AV. McLel- 
lan, fiither of the present President of 
the Council, carried on a ])owerful 
agitation, which was very nearly sue 
co.ssful. Defeated in iS.'i!), he dropped 
out of iniblic life for many years, lie 
was a well-known criiiitinal lawyer, and 
was oiig.aijed in nearly ;ill the eriniinal 
cases in eastern Nov.a Si-otia, notably 
till' defence of .Martin for killing the 
Son of .1 udgc Dodd, who sciliiced .Mar- 
tin's daughter, and whom he sueccedeti 
in getting acquitted. In I86G and 
18C7 Mr. Wilkins became a violent 
.-Vnti-Confederato, and defeated the 
present Cliief Justice Macdoiiald by 
three liuiulrod majority. He Kecanie 
.Attorney -( ieiieral in the .Vniiand \'ail 
Anti-Confederate Adiiiiiustralion, and 
movcil a re.soliilion for the repeal of 
the union, making a very violent speech 
in wliicli 111' hinted tb:it, the .Ami ('on 
federates should .sci/e the custom house 
and public liuililiiig.-^. I'or this ho was 
called to account by Ccii. .Sir Hastings 
Doylo, who w:is thi'ii governor. — '/'o- 
r«ii/ii Mii 'il.
